TOKYO (AP) - Despite the 


Vietnam war, Communist 
China apparently plans to con- 
tinue in 1973 its policy of con- 
tacts with the United States 
and other non-Communist pow- 
ers. 


This is the between-the-lines 


meaning of a long, long New 
Year's message carried by the 
three most important publica- 
tions in China: the Peking 
People's Daily, the liberation 
Army Daily and the theoretical 
organ, Red Flag. 


The way the papers put it, 


Communist Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung's "revolutionary line in 
foreign affairs" — the liberal 
approach begun with the Ping- 
Pong diplomacy of 1971 -- will 
be continued in this new year. 


The decision appears to have 


been reached while U.S. bomb- 
ers still were striking massive- 
ly at the vitals of North Viet- 
nam. 


Though it condemned 
the 


bombing arid promised, if it 
persisted, to give "usual" all- 
out support and aid to the 
Vietnamese Communists, the 
New Year message gave no 
hint that it would affect the im- 
provement 
Chinese-American 


relations dating from President 


Nixon's visit to Peking last 
February. 


The message made the usual 


attack on the "power politics" 
of the United States and the So- 
viet Union, but the harsh words 
were reserved for the Russians. 


described as guilty of the hein- 
ous Marxist sin of social-impe- 
rialism. 


The message painted a black 


picture of Chinese who have 
fallen for the Soviet heresy, 
revisionism.

at his Oval Office at 7:30 a.m. 
on Now Year's Day he dis- 


covered, after futile wrestling 
with the doorknob, that routine 
security precautions were keep- 
ing him out of his own inner 
sanctum. 


By all accounts, it did not 


take Nixon long to find a White 
House policeman—a uniformed 
member of the Executive Pro- 
tection Service—who came up 
with a passkey.

Bombing follows 36-hour holt 
US resumes attacks 
on south panhandle

SAIGON (AP) — American 


warplanes resumed attacks on 
North Vietnam's southern pan- 
handle below the 20th parallel 
today after a 36-hour halt for 
New Year's, the U.S. Command 
announced. 


The bombing halt above the 


20th parallel, which includes 
Hanoi and Haiphong, remained 
in effect. It was ordered by 
President Nixon on Saturday in 
preparation for the resumption 
of secret peace negotiations in 


Prank is

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Fred 


"Fat 
Freddy" Bronner was 


abandoned about 2 a.m. by 
three of his fraternity brothers 
in the Angeles National Forest 
"to teach him a lesson." 


.One of three said Monday: 


"This is going to haunt me as 
long as I live." 


John Berges, 29, and two oth- 


er members of Chi Chi Chi fra- 
ternity at Pierce College left 
Bronner, 21, a 5-foot-lb, 270- 
:.pWnder who had been raised 
like,a "Momma's boy," in the 
rugged forest Dec. 22. 


Brenner's body was found 


Sunday by searching sheriff's 
deputies. In his attempt to get 
back to the city, he had left a 
road and had fallen off a 500- 
foot cliff. 


No charges have been filed. 


One sheriff's spokesman said 
Sunday: "If Bronner went vo- 
luntarily, they (the fraternity 
brothers) are only guilty of stu- 
pidity." 


Berges said he and two fra- 


ternity brothers, Gordon Gilles- 
py, 19, and John Morgan, 21, 
thought Bronner was not in 
danger since some younger 
pledges of the fraternity had 
been left at virtually the same 
place a week earlier. 


A missing-persons report was 


filed by the three fraternity 
members six days after Bonner 
was deserted when it was dis- 
covered he had not returned 
home. They said they thought 
Bronner, dressed in a sports 
coat and gym shorts, would be 
able to hitch a ride back. 


Bronner was described as a 


man plagued by overweight 
and financial problems who 
made frequent demands on oth- 
er fraternity brothers for rides 
throughout the Los Angeles 
area. 


Berges 
said 
Bronner was 


rude and inconsiderate at times 
"but also very likeable at other 
times, very jolly," 


On the day he was dumped, 


Berges said, Bronner had asked 
for a ride to his parents' West 
Hollywood apartment and then 
called for a ride back to the 
fraternity 
house, 
20 
miles 


away. 


"There was just a spon- 


taneous idea — well, why don't 
we pick up Fred, have a long 
talk with him arid just dump 
him up where we dumped the 
pledges a week ago and say, 
'Fred, think things over while 
you walk it out ....' Berges 
recalled.

long as I live,"Berges said.

A communique said air oper- 


ations over North Vietnam re- 
sumed at 1 p.m. It gave no de- 
tails, but U.S. officials said the 
bombers were attacking supply 
routes below the 20th parallel 
to slow the annual dry-season 
push of war materiel across the 
demilitarized zone and through 
IAOS into South Vietnam. 


The U.S. Command also re- 


ported that bombing operations 
were resumed in South Viet- 
nam at dusk Monday after a 24- 
hour holiday halt. 


The pattern was the same 


during the Christmas cease- 
fire, and again there was no ex- 
planation why the halt in North 
Vietnam lasted 12 hours longer. 


The Command said 
that, 


from dusk Monday until dawn 
today, U.S. planes made 44 
strikes in South Vietnam, all 
but two of them in the northern 
quarter of the country below the 
DMZ- 


During the bombing cessation 


in South and North Vietnam, 
U.S. air attacks shifted to the 
Ho Chi Minh Trail in eastern 
Ixios, 
Hanoi's main supply 


route southward, and to supply 
lines and base camps in Cam- 
bodia, the Command said. 


U.S. planes also flew mis- 


sions in support of Laotian 
forces battling North Vietna- 
mese troops in the Plain of 
Jars, in northeast Laos, the 
communique said. 


Radio Hanoi claimed that a 


U.S. 
RA5C 
reconnaissance 


plane was shot down Sunday in 
Quang Birih, North Vietnam's 
southernmost province. It did 
not mention the fate of the 
crew. The U.S. Command said 
it had no plane losses to report. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand reported generally light 
battlefield activity but one ma- 
jor fight about 40 miles north- 
east of Saigon this morning. A 
militia unit ran into about 100 
enemy troops, and fighting was 
reported continuing at midaft- 
ernoon. 


First reports said at least two 


militiamen were killed, but 
there was no report yet of ene- 
my losses. 


Nhan Dan, North Vietnam's 


official newspaper, said in a 
New Year's editorial that the 
Communist side recorded two 
basic victories during the past 
year, 
"defeating 
the U.S. 


'Vietnamization of the war' pol- 
icy and foiling the U.S. plan to 
're-Americanize the war'" with 
a massive infusion of U.S. air 
and naval power.

POWs issue 
end-the-war 
statement 


TOKYO (AP) — North Viet- 


nam said today that 30 Ameri- 
can prisoners of war, including 
20 crewmen from B52 bombers 
downed recently, have issued a 
joint statement urging the U.S. 
Congress to try to help end the 
Vietnam war. 


The official Vietnam News 


Agency broadcast the text of 
the statement and the names of 
the 30 POWs. Hanoi had report- 
ed the capture of all them pre- 
viously. 


First-hand views 
of bombing given 


NEW YORK (AP) -Retired 


Brig. Gen. Teleford Taylor, 
who was in Hanoi with three 
other Americans recently dur- 
ing intensive U.S. bombing at- 
tacks, says: "You can drive for 
miles through Hanoi and not 
see any damage and then sud- 
denly come upon a virtual 
desert." 


"The bombing is quite heavi- 


er than anything I was under in 
Ixindon" during World War II, 
Taylor said. He added that the 
total destruction was not so 
great because incindiary bombs 
were not used on Hanoi. 


"What you see in Hanoi is no- 


where near what you saw in 
I Condon or Germany right after 
the war," said Taylor, who was 
chief U.S. prosecutor at the 
Nuernberg war-crimes trials. 


He said the recent Hanoi 


raids caused "extensive but 
concentrated" destruction of 
many nonmilitary facilities. 


"We saw a hospital, housing 


developments, residential areas 
as well as airports shattered 
and virtually erased," Taylor 
told a news conference Monday 
after a two-week stay in the 
North Vietnamese capital. 


Taylor, now a professor of 


law at Columbia University, re- 
turned Sunday night with folk- 
singer Joan Baez; the Rev. Mi- 
chael Allen, associate dean of 
the Yale University Divinity 
School, and Barry Romo, na- 
tional coordinator of the Viet- 
nam Veterans Against the War. 


The group carried Christmas 


mail to American prisoners of 
war and returned with 600 let- 
ters from the POWs in North 
Vietnam plus 30 from men said 
to be held by the Viet Cong in 
South Vietnam. Their trip was 
sponsored by the Committee of 
Liaison with Families of Serv- 
icemen Detained in North Viet- 
nam. 


The group visited 13 prison- 


ers of war in a camp in Hanoi 


after one of the raids and found 
tlie men repairing a roof that 
had been damaged by shrapnel. 
Miss Baez said prisoners told 
her that fellow inmates had 
been injured in the raids. 


"One of the detained pilots 


had been there for about four 
months, and he kept saying, 
'What's happening? I thought 
the war was going to end on 
Oct. 30,'" said Mr. Romo. 


Allen said he was convinced 


that the bombing was aimed at 
civilian as well as military 
targets. "There's no question 
that the bombing is extremely 
accurate," he said. 


North Vietnam had reported 


more than 2,000 civilians killed 
in the raids over the Hanoi and 
Haiphong areas when President 
Nixon halted the attacks Sun- 
day after 12 days. Pentagon 
and administration officials de- 
nied the North Vietnamese 
charge that nonmilitary facil- 
ities were targeted.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I read 


your column daily and thor- 
oughly enjoy it. Many times 
it has included things I like 
to know. I must have missed 
somewhere though, because 
I would like to know about 
arthritis. 1 have just become 
a victim of this and it's mis- 
erable. I have it in my neck, 
down to the middle of my 
spine, across my shoulders, 
and one finger. I am also on 
sugar pills. Do you have a 
booklet, on arthritis? 
I've 


heard that it was caused 
from our lacking something. 
Could you inform me? 


Dear Reader — There are 


many types of arthritis, and 
I am not sure from your let- 
ter w h a t type you may 
have. Osteoarthritis, some- 
times called degenerative ar- 
thritis, is the type more com- 
monly noted in later years, 
literally 
associated 
w i t h 


wearing away of the joints 
with loss of bony tissue and 
reformation of bony tissue 
into spurs and lipping of 
joint spaces in the hands, 
limbs, and spine. The weight- 
bearing joints are most often 
affected, which includes the 
spine. 


Rheumatoid arthritis is an 


inflammatory process, more 
frequent in young women but 
also noted in men and some 
older people. Gout can cause 
arthritis. The 
degeneration 


of the bone, really called os- 
teoporosis, common in mid- 
dle-aged women is often in- 
cluded in the group of dis- 
orders known as arthritis al- 
though really it isn't an ar- 
thritic disease. The topic is 
more complicated than I can 
cover in a column, although 
I have discussed it in the 
past in a series of columns. 
I did collaborate with Mrs. 
Lallue Stone on the story of 
her fight with rheumatoid ar- 
thritis, and in the course of 
the discussion have included 
information on the o t h e r 
common forms of arthritis. 
This book, "There's Help for 
Arthritis," is written for peo- 
ple like yourself who have 
arthritis problems and want 
a common sense, plain lan- 
guage discussion of the prob- 
lem. I am sure you would

Note I said 
man be, because this is one 
of 'the hottest controversies 
going in the food industry. 
The whole argument's about 
the use of nitrites in process- 
ing cured meats. The nitrites 
prevent the growth of the 
botulinum organism 
t h a t 


causes botulism. This organ- 
ism grows in areas whore 
there is very little oxygen. 
That's why it g r o w s in 
canned foods if the live or- 
ganism is still present when 
the food is canned. It's pos- 
sible for such organisms to 
grow also within the depths 
of cured meat. To prevent 
this possibility the meat is 
treated with nitrites. 


T h e s e , combined 
with 


o t h e r chemicals, 
and of 


course the abundant nitrite 
sources that occur from the 
environment anyway, 
pro- 


duce 
chemical 
compounds 


containing nitrogen thai can 
stimulale c a n c e r . It is 
thought thai small amounts 
of t h e s e chemicals won't 
cause cancer. Bui the ques- 
tion is, how much is small 
enough? If you don't use nit- 
riles there is the question of 
botulism, and if you use it 
there's the question of can- 
cer. The Food and Drug Ad- 
minislralion and Ihc I-Ieallh, 
Education and Welfare De- 
partment 
are 
heavily 
in- 


volved in the problem 
as 


well as the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture.

DALLAS (AP) — Texas 


Coach barrell Royal may know 
everything there is to know 
about the Wishbone offense, but 
he's not too proud to lake a tip 
from his quarterback, even if 
the lad is a converted defensive 
back.

Lowry noticed in the fourth 
quarter of New Year Day's Cot- 
ton Bowl Classic with Alabama 
that the Crimson Tide corner- 
back was coming hard on 
Texas' inside plays. 


Fighting tonsilitis, 100-degree 


fever and chills, Lowry trotted 
to the Texas sidelines with the 
Longhorns trailing 13-10 to sug- 
gest a play the Longhorns had 
only used twice all season. 


t^owry wanted the bootleg in 


which he fakes to a back going 
one way and takes off in the 


other direction with only one 
blocker. 


The ruse caught Alabama 


napping and Lowry scotted 
down the sidelines, narrowly 
missing the out-of-bounds line, 
to score from 34 yards out for 
the winning touchdown. 


Royal said, "The winning 


play was Lowry's idea. He had 
told the coaches that it would 
work." 


Lowry said, "We had been 


running the inside well and we 
caught the cornerback coming 
in.».we've only run the play 
twice this year and the other 
time was against Utah State 
when it went for 40 yards. 1 no- 
ticed the cornerback shooting 
in and t told the coach about it. 
1 was worried about trying to 
stay in bounds." 


Lowry, who also scored on a 


three-yard run and gained 117 
yards in 16 carries, was voted 


the most valuable offensive 
player. 


Superb Longhorn linebacker 


Randy Bra band, voted the 
game's most valuable defensive 
player, made a crucial fourth 
and one stop on Alabama's Wil- 
bur Jackson at the Texas 43 to 
stop a final Alabama drive in 
the closing mintues. 


For 
the seventh-ranked 


Longhorns, it kept Royal string 
intact of never having lost to a 
Paul Bryant-coached team. The 
Crimson Tide was rated fourth 


going into the game. 


The victory broke a two* 


game losing drought in the Cot* 
ton Bowl for Texas and kept 
alive a string of not having lost 
to Alabama in seven games. 


All-Arnerican offensive tackle 


Jerry Sisemore of Texas said 
"We've blown the last two Cot- 
ton Bowls (to Notre Dame and 
Penn State) and we wanted to 
make up for those las two." 


Alabama Coach Paul "Bear" 


Bryant was quick to praise the 
Longhorns. 


"Texas deserved to win the 


game...and of course, I did my 
usual lousy job," Bryant said. 


On the fourth down play in 


which Jackson was stopped, 
Bryant said "I don't think 
Jackson had a chance. It was 
just another lousy call on my 
part. We should have gone 
straight at them and instead we 
went behind a split end who 
had been playing tight end and 
who isn't Used to that type of 
blocking." 


Jackson scored on a 31-yard 


run and Greg Gahlt kicked a 
Cotton Bowl record 50-yafd 
field goal to give 'Bama a 10-0 
first quarter lead.

Texas upset Ala- 
bama 17-13 in the Cotton Bowl, 
rounding out New Year's Days' 
slate of bowl games. 


"I tried hard tonight to prove 


1 deserved it," Rodgers said of 
his Heisman selection. I think 
that's the longest game of my 
life. I've had the flu all week. I 
was really fatigued." 


Rodgers, the 5-foot-9 speed- 


ster, scored on runs of eight, 


four and five yards, scored on 
a 50-yard pass play and rifled a 
52-yard TD bomb to Frosty An- 
derson. 


In the Sugar Bowl Sunday, 


Oklahoma blanked Penn State 
14-0. In bowl games Saturday, 
Auburn bombed Colorado 24-3 
in the Gator Bowl, North Caro- 
lina beat Texas Tech 32-28 in 
the Sun Bowl, the East defeated 
the West 9-3 in the Shrine game 
and Tennessee beat Louisiana 
State 24-18 in the Astro-Blue- 
bonnet Bowl. 


Texas quarterback Alan Low- 


ry scampered 34 yards for a 
touchdown on a bootleg play as 
the Longhorns upset Alabama 
and maintained Coach Darrell 
Royal's record of never having 
lost to a Bear Bryant-coached 
team. 


Tinker Owens, a 17-year-old 


freshman, caught five passes 
for 
132 yards 
and 
one 


touchdown 
as 
Oklahoma 


downed Penn State. 


"I didn't think I'd be playing 


varsity ball this year," said

before a chilly Cotton Bowl 
crowd of 72,000 and a national 
television audience. 


L o w r y ' s t h r e e - y a r d 


touchdown run closed the gap 
and then the fleet senior, fight- 
ing a fever, chills a touch of 
tonsilitis and the clock, raced 
34 yards for the winning score. 


The clincher came with just 


4:22 left as Lowry faked to full- 
back Roosevelt Leaks and took 
off on a blind bootleg romp 
down the sideline—some said 
he stepped out of bounds—to 
the Alabama goal. 


A block by Rick Davis at 


about the 20 eliminated the last 


obstacle and the Longhorns 
went on to defy the oddsmakers 
who predicted the fourth-rank- 
ed Crimson Tide would win it 
by a touchdown. 


"If about time we won one of 


them," said Lowry, alluding to 
the 
fact 
that 
Texas 
had 


dropped back-to-back Cotton 
Bowl decisions to Notre Dame 
and Penn State. 


The triumph was the 10th by 


Texas against one loss and kept 
unsullied 
Royal's 
record 


against Alabama Coach Paul 
"Bear" Bryant and the Long- 
horns' record against the Crim- 
son Tide. 


Bryant has never beaten Roy- 


al in four meetings and Ala- 
bama is winless in seven bouts 
with the Longhorns. 


The celebrated 'Bama coach 


was quick to credit the victory 
to the coaching wizardry of 
Royal and his lieutenants. 


"Well, first of all, I think that 


Texas deserved to win the foot- 
ball game," Bryant said. "I 
think really and truly that the 
game was won on their side- 
lines or in their press box 
booth. 


"They did a terrific job of 


running 
the 
game, 
going 


against our weaknesses. And, 
of course, I did my usual lousy 
job." 


Bryant took personal respon- 


sibility for a fourth down deci- 
sion that backfired when Texas' 
Randy Braband stopped Wilbur 
Jackson inches away from a 
first down, ending the Tide's fi- 
nal scoring threat at the Texas 
43. 


As Texas took over and ran 


out the clock, Longhorn defen- 
sive back Terry Melancon, who 
stole two Alabama passes, 
glanced at the Scoreboard and 
said to no one in particular: 


"Oh, that looks beautiful—17 


to 13."

cution on offense and Rodgers' 
for his versatility, he apparent- 
ly wasn't convinced his team 
was that much worse than the 
Cornhuskers. 


"Maybe our preparation was 


not as good as it could have 
been," said Parseghian, who 
saw his season won-loss record 


fall to 8-3, worst in his tenure 
with the Irish. "I will have to 
go back and study the films 
and reassess the preparation. 


"When I see the films I will 


be able to evaluate the kind of 
game we played," he said. 


The one thing that Parseg- 


hian was sure of was Rodgers.

Virtually unnoticed, the New 


Mexico I^bos have come to the 
fore in college basketball. 


The Lobos, not mentioned in 


The Associated Press pre-sea- 
son poll or in any of the weekly 
Top Twenty in the 1972 seg- 
ment, finally joined the blue 
ribbon group in 1973. 


Under new coach Norm El- 


lenberger, the Lobos scored 
their ninth victory in a row Sat- 
urday night, beating Seattle 70- 
54 for the championship of the 
Lobo Classic tourney at Albu- 
querque, N.M., and moved in 
as No. 16 in the polls. 


Now the Lobos are pointing 


for the championship in the 
Western Athletic Conference, in 
which Brigham Young is fa- 
vored. The Lobos' first WAC 
games are Friday against Ari- 
zona 
State 
and 
Saturday 


against Arizona. 


Asked if his team is ready for 


conference action, Ellenberger 
replied: "If we're not, we bet- 
ter quit." 


At any rate, the I/)bos start 


the new year in the select com- 
pany of such other unbeaten 
teams as national champion 
UCLA, Maryland, Marquette, 
North Carolina State, Min- 
nesota, Ix)ng Beach State, Mis- 
souri and Southwestern Ix»ui- 
siana, all ranked in the AP Top 
Ten. 


UCLA continued to hold forth 


as the country's No. 1 team, 
capturing all 26 first place bal- 
lots from the nation's sports 
writers and broadcasters for a 
total of 520 points. 


Maryland remained No. 2 


with 444 points while Marquette 
held on to No. 3 with 371.

He was a staunch believer in 


the Players' Association, and 
also gave freely of his time and 
money to charity work that of- 
ten went unnoticed, just like he 
wanted it-

night in « plane crash off the 
coast of hjs native Puerto Rico, 
he was on 8 mission of mercy 
t0 deUver supplies to survivors 
Of the Nfcajraguan earthquake. 


He bid been working H 


tours a day since Christmas in 
beading the Puerto Ricaja relief 
effort, and he rarely ate while 


consuming his passion to help 
others. 


Roberto Clemente the base- 


ball player was a perfectly con- 
structed itto-pounder, who did 
so many things so well in his 
18-year career that he is as- 
sured a niche in the baseball 
Hall of Fame. 


The record books show that 


Clemente recorded his 3,000th 
hit on Sept. 30 of last season 
against the Mets. That was 
something only 10 other players 
had ever done. 


He also had more hits and 


more runs batted in while 
wearing a Pirate uniform than 
any other player, and he won 
four National League batting 
titles in compiling a .318 life- 


time average. 


Yet the record books cannot 


mirror the real Roberto Cle- 
mente, the man in uniform No. 
21, whose wizzardy in right- 
field, at the plate and on the 
basepaths made him Mr. Pi- 
rate. 
His style was unorthodox and 


a Little League manager might 
have benched him for it, yet 
any pitch he could reach could 
be a line single or a towering 
homer un. 


He had speed on the base- 


paths, and he could run down 
seemingly unreachable shots in 
the rightfield gap. His basket 
catches made routine plays 
look hard, and his great catch- 
es made hard plays look easy. 


Despite his 
unmistakable 


skills, Clemente always be- 
lieved that baseball writers 
never fully recognized his abili- 
ty. 


In 1960, for example, the Pi- 


rates won the World Series, but 
Dick Groat was the National 
League MVP, not Clemente. 


He was hurt deeply by the 


choice and would not wear his 
World Series ring. Instead, he 
wore his Ail-Star ring, which he 
believed was the true measure 
of his skills. 


Perhaps his greatest individ- 


ual recognition came in 1971 
when he led Pittsburgh to victo- 
ry over Baltimore in the World 
Series. 


Last season, a bout with the 


virus and sore ankle tendons 
left him sub-par physically, but 
he still hit .312 in 102 games 
and helped Pittsburgh to the 
National League East Title. 


He was selected to 12 All-Star 


games after coining to Pitts- 
burgh in 1954 from the Los An- 
geles Dodger organization for 
the bargain draft price of 
$4,000. 


Many baseball observers link 


the coup in acquiring Clemente 
to the quota system which once 
restricted entry of blacks into 
the big leagues. 


The 38-year-old son of a sug- 


ar cane plantation foreman was 
signed by the Dodgers seven 


years after Jackie Robinson 
broke baseball's color barrier. 


There were five black players 


on the Dodgers' parent club 
that year, and Clemente was 
signed to a minor league con- 
tract even though it meant the 
risk of losing him in the draft. 


Pittsburgh finished last that 


season and promptly drafted 
the man who would become the 
greatest player in the club's 
history. 


Clemente's private life cen- 


tered around his humanitarian 
work and his wife, Vera, and 
three young sons. He reportedly 
was paid about $150,000 per 
year and expected to play an- 
other four or five years.

In summary, 1973 promises to 


be just another of those years 
that will be more fun to look 
back on later than to go 
through now. 


NEW YORK (AP) - One of 


the ironic consequences of the 
very real efforts being made to 
rebuild confidence in our secu- 
rities system is that the con- 
fidence of many small investors 
is, for the time being, shot. 


The small fellow has been 


relatively inactive in the past 
year. He has been redeeming 
his mutual fund shares even 
when he hasn't got a profit in 
them. 


This 
behavior 
is 
un- 


derstandable, because among 
the revelations made in hear- 
ings before the Securities and 
Exchange Commission is that 
things have been far from prop- 
er in this very image-conscious 
industry. Very improper, in 
fact. 


Some instances: money and 


stock left for safekeeping with 
brokers has been used as if it 
belonged to the broker; re- 
search sometimes has been 
nonexistent; professional man- 
agement often has been inept. 


The past two years have been 


excruciatingly painful for the 
industry, as it would have been 
for an individual who, while 
posing as a citizen of high mo- 
tives and conduct, was forced 
publicly to disclose his moral 
turpitude. 


The eventual affect of SEC 


efforts to upgrade standards 
and make the markets safer 
and more understandable for 
small 
investors 
will 
un- 


doubtedly have a more positive 
impact some day. But with the 
mystery goes the awe also. 


It is now more widely known, 


for 
example, 
that 
the in- 


vestment adviser who claims to 
have such insight and foresight 
may really be endowed with 


little more than great ambition 
and ego, 


Brokers must at a minimum 


pass examinations adminis- 
tered by either the National As- 
sociation of Securities Dealers 
or the SEC. But those who 
peddle advice only — who do 
not also sell stock — need not 
prove their competence. 


The chief requirements for 


being an adviser are to register 
with the SEC, pay the fees and 
keep proper records. There are 
no exams that must be passed 
or educational standards that 
must be met. 


The SEC now has a com- 


mittee charged with advising it 
on a program to better imple- 
ment present legislation or per- 
haps enlarge its controls over 
such advisers, some of which 
misleadingly but accurately ad- 
vertise: "Registered with 
SEC." 


A greater number of people 


also are aware of the limita- 
tions of mutual funds man- 
agers, whose primary quali- 
fications for beginning a fund 
are that they be able to pay the 
registration and legal fees and 
be free of criminal taint. 


The SEC exercises no control 


over the quality of funds. It 
does not set down minimum 
standards of experience and 
education. As SEC Chairman 
William Casey put it: "It is not 
in our tradition to give exam- 
inations for private endeavors." 


It is awareness of the limita- 


tions of regulation from Wash- 
ington and self-regulation with- 
in the industry that has helped 
make small investors wiser, 
more able to handle their own 
affairs, more realistic about 
their goals. 


"DICKENSIAN CONDITIONS" are what these mili- 
tants are militating about in London as they seek to 
confront Mrs. Margaret Thatcher, Britain's education 
minister. In this case, Dickensian conditions mean a 
partially roofed school with outside toilets which fre- 
quently freeze up in winter—one of the scats of trouble.
